Tyler’s Say Their New Cleaners

Branches were 
added at Taylor and Long in 
1951 and at Moneypenney and 
Long 10 years later. At the 
death of Waldo Tyler in 1957, 
when the young Waldo Tyler 
was a freshmanin pharmacy at 
Ohio State University, the fam- 
ily was left to operate the busi- 
nesses without the founder.

New Black Poor Rising Swiftly 


Last year, 2.2 million people 
became poor, continuing a 
trend that continues to grow 
stronger. This year it is 
expected that four million peo- 
ple will be added to the ranks of 
the poor. ; 

One out of seven Americans 
is officially poor--that is, their 
total income is below the offi- 
cial poverty line. Over a third 
of blacks are poor, and the 
are rising swiftly. 

In 1981, 34.2 percent of 
blacks were poor; this year the 


‘percentage should go to 36 


percent or more. The last time 
such a large percentage of 
blacks were counted among 
the poor was in 1967.

By the.time the 1974 recession 


hit, black poverty rates were 
down to30 percent. Then there 
was a slow rise, followed by an 
accelerated push into poverty 
over the past three years.

ficulties. “It is imperative that 
these with a problem to come 
in now and work with our staff 
to resolve it,” White said. “We 
are asking churches, civic 
groups, welfare agencies, 
community leaders, and the 
news media to help get the 
word to those without gas and 
help them to have arrange- 
ments to get their gas turned 
back on.”
